of 1008 in ado mnnnfnct:irlag condi- 
tions unprofitable and labor conditions 
even wore no. Matty plants and many 
men wero forced Into Idlnnens. 
At 


times tho situation was dark and des- 
pairing. 
Notwithstanding tho gloom 


and depression, however, wngoa In the 
coko region wore reduced but 10 per 
cent., and In mnuy smaller manufac- 
tories tho managers and proprietors 
did not reduce wages at all, nor did 
tnoy attempt to cut down their forces. 


There bus been a feeling of mutual 


respect and support, which will 
no 


doubt restore coke region wages to 
the plane they occupied' before 
thu 


panic, and the restoration will be vol- 
untary and complete?. 


In spllu of the teachings of dema- 


gogues the relations between employ- 
ers nnd employed lire fur bettor than 
they formerly wore, and this Is espec- 
ially trua In the Connollsvlllo coke re- 
gion, where there has been no union 
and Ho serious labor dispute for over a 
decade, during which time, It may ba 
added, the wages of coke region labor 
have been among tho highest wages 
paid similar labor anywhere In the 
country.
